EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

In claim 85, line 15, after the words "host clock value" inserted -for determining 
respective packets as being received during one of the plurality of successive first time 
periods--. 

In claim 91 , line 1 , the word "system" is removed and inserted with -network 
monitor-. 

In claim 91 , line 5, the phrase "a processor" is removed and inserted with -a first 
processor-. 

In claim 91, line 10, the word "absolute" is removed and inserted with -external-. 
In claim 91, line 10, the semicolon ";" is removed. 

In claim 91 , line 1 1 , the phrase "a processor for determining a time" is removed 
and inserted with -used for determining-. 
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The examiner's amendment above was made to clarify the amendment 
previously made to allow claim 85 that the amendment should be inserted after "host 
clock value" since the word value appears twice in line 15.

3. Claims 5, 9, 11, 16, 18, 28, 30-34, 79-82, 84, 85, 91, and 92 are allowed.
